The report of the Kentucky Railroad 
Commissioners for the past year baa Just 
been issued, and the showini; they make 
of the earning capacity of tbe railroads, 
and of the increasa in nilsaga is vary 
gratifying indeed. 

The Oommissioners report at follows 
on some aspects of the work : 

"The railroads constructed in tbe 
TTnited Stateb (and Territories) during 
tl:e current year are estimated in Poor's 
Manual to approximate 6,600 miles, or an 
averase of abont 128 milea to each State 
and Territory of the Union. Indeol, it 
appears that our Slate has, of late years, j already^begoiK 
been making a steady advaooa lo the ' 
construction of lines of transportation. It 
is believed that this progressiva advance 
will be maintained during tba ensaint; 
year. There are now nmler coHSf ruction 
in the State over two hundred miles of 
railroad. Beaides these, there are be- 
tween four and five iiunJred miles mo^e 
of projected roads. Several long lines of 
thepe projected enterprises are being 
pushed with great energy. ' Considerable 
local aid haa been secured, and much 
more promissd to assist in tbair oonatmc- 
tion.
